The pre- 
sent resolution oven goes further than 
this, as any hon. member will see. The 
hon. the senior member for Nanaimo has 
the right to ask the house to proceed with 
the matter, and the house lias thu right in 
its pleasure to say when the motion shall 
ho proceeded with. This is not ail ordin- 
ary motion which the mover can postpone 
at pleasure.

Explanations and apologies had beon 
given to Mr. O'Brien and if he were not 
satistieil with them ho could prosecute 
the police officials and obtain a remedy 
otherwise than in the house. 

I£n»i|iicl in Sullivan, 

Prof. Jas. Stuart, Liberal M. P. for 
Hoxtou, presided at the banquet which 
was given ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan at tho 
Criterion restaurant to-night and a large 
number of Liberal and Parnollite mem- 
bers were present. Sullivan, in respond- 
ing to the toast as the honored guest of 
the occasion, exhibited a great deal of 
emotion and during tho first part of his 
address was soveral times overcome by 
his feelings. It would require, he said, 
the inspired word of Grattan and tho 
oloquenoo of O'Conuell to do justice to 
the occasion, which was not merely a ban- 
quet to the 1 rish nation, for tho first time. 
In the long history of England and 
Ireland there wore political prisoners in 
Irish jails. Tho Irish people had no feel- 
ing in their hearts laying the slightest 
blamo against tho English people for this 
statu of affairs, knowing itto be the actian 
of the party who had been put in offico 
through false pretences. Mr. Sullivan 
expressed sorrow that Mr. O'Brien was 
not present and declared that gentleman's 
heart was as tender and open as a woman's 
and u man ready to do what duty called 
him to' perform at any time. He was sure 
that there did not exist an Irishman on \ 
the faco of tho globe who would remain 
unmoved by tho spectacle, could he soe 
the sights that had been witnessed to-day, 
and if the timo of trouble bo prolonged 
they should not lose heart. Ho conclud- 
ed with a quotation from Mooro's poem 
"To Erin Thy winter is past," etc., and 
resumed bis seat amid defeaning shouts 
of applause. 

Public Iteccpllou. 

Ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan entered Hydo 
Park, where the public reception to him 
and O'Brien was hold this afternoon, at 
the head of tho procession at exactly 4:40 
p. m. Forty thousand people were in 
the park at that time. 

Tho reception given to Mr. Sullivan 
was immense. Tho crowd gathered in 
Hyde Park was extremely enthusiastic.

Trafalgar Square Heelings. 

Three thousand socialists assembled in 
Trafalgar square Sunday afternoon, with 
tho intention of holding a meeting but 
being overawed by a strong body of police 
on tlio ground, they made no attempt to 
organize or deliver speeches and finally 
adjourned to the Thames embankment. 
Thoy were not followed by the police, the 
only object of whose presence in force 
was to prevent a meeting at that place. No 
attempt was made to hinder the Organiza- 
tion of the meeting on the embankment 
or to interfere with its progress. The 
usual speeches were delivered by the lea 
dors and a, Bet of resolutions were passed 
requesting the government to establish 
relief works for the unemployed. The 
meeting was very enthusiastic but entirely 
orderly.

CoaceHSlOM front England. 

Tho Chionicle's Rome correspondent 
says the Pope gave an audionce to the 
Irish bishops yesterday, and to the state- 
ments of the situation of Ireland made by 
Archbishop Walsh and Bishop 0'Calla- 
ghan, said he hoped to obtain concession 
from England upon Irish questions, pro- 
vided the Irish themselves adopted a legal 
and powerful attitude. 

Two Days' Discussion. 

The government has conceded to Sir 
Charles Russell two days in which to dis- 
cuss liis resolution of enquiry into the 
question of the right to hold meetings in 
Trafalgar Square. The authority of the 
pi .lice to interfere to prevent them, and 
the conduct of the government in having 
so interfered with the result of bloodshed.

leaders.

The Standard says: "It will do good if 
all Europe becomes combined, that Salis- 
bury's policy is to support a triple al- 
liance as long as it maintains peace, and 
if peaco bo broken by an outside power 
the weight of England will be thrown 
against the aggressor."

THE DOMINION'S DEBT. 

The gross debt of the Dominion was 
not increased in the last fiscal year, stand- 
ing at §273,104,000 ut the opening, and 
8273,187,000 at the close of that period. 
The assets, however, were drawn upon to 
the amount of more than four millions, 
decreasing from 650,005,000 to 845,873,- 
000, so that tho net debt increased from 
$223,159,000 to §227,313,000, or by 
§4,154,803. Only three times in the last 
tifteen years has so small an addition 
been made to the public debt, namely in 
1871), when the increase was 82,628,000 
in 1881, when it was §2,944 000, and in 
1882, when it was reduced §1,734,000. 
Tho increase last year was caused by ex- 
penditure upon public works, §4,439,938 
having been spent in this way, or §285,- 
134 more than the debt increment. The 
rate of interost on the gross debt was 
again cut down in 1887, averaging 3.54 
per cent., or 0.17 per cent, less than 
in the preceding year, while on the other 
hand the rate of interest received from 
investments was only 2. l(i per cent., as 
against 4.59 per cent, in 188'i, the reduc- 
tion being caused by the liquidation of 
the indebtedness of the Canadian Pacific 
railway to the Government upon which 
4 per cent, interest was being paid. The 
net interest on the debt was, in conse- 
quence, increased to 3.18 per cent, as 
compared with an average of 2.8(i per 
cunt, in 188G. The oxpendidture of th 
year on capital account reached §4,140,- 
020, the principal items being: Welland 
canal, §1,071,073; Canadian Pacific rail 
way, §915,057 ; Intercolonial railway 
8823,070; St. Lawrence canals, §237,250, 
Esquimalt Graving dock, §207,308, and 
Dominion lands, §102,391. The railway 
subsidies paid aggregated §1,400,533, and 
investments were made to the amount of 
§055,435, the Montreal Harboreommission 
obtaining §191,000 for the channel deepen- 
ing, and the Quebec Harbor commission 
§452,795 for harbor improvements. 
Nearly two-thirds of the debt is held 
abroad, §171,675,700 being payable in 
London; §18,749,000 consists of funded 
debt payable in Canada; §15,059,000 of 
Dominion notes partly in general circula- 
tion and partly held as bank reserves; 
the balance duo depositors in the Gov- 
ernment savings bank is §40,832,000; 
trust funds are held to the amount of 
§7,080,000, and the capital indebtedness 
to the provinces is §17,283,000. The 
assets aro composed of purchases for tho 
sinking fund to the amount of §19,054,000; 
other investments, principally loans to tho 
Montreal and Quebec Harbor oommia* 
aions, §8,874,105; due to the provinces, 
§7,518,000; and bankingaccouhts, §8,825,- 
000. In a young and growing country like 
Canada the inevitable and necessary ten- 
dency is to an increase of the public debt 
through thoissueof loans for the purpose 
public works, such as tho construction of 
railways, tho improvement. of navigation, 
ate, and no fair statement of the increase 
can ignore the uses to which the loans 
have been applied) the cost of carrying 
the debt and tho material benefits which 
have resulted from its creation. Sinco 
Confederation wo have added to tho net 
debt §151,585,000, and in the same period 
wo have spent on capital account §169,- 
524,000, or §17,939,000 more than tho 
increase in the debt, tho oxcess repre- 
senting the surplus revenue of theso 
years. In the capital expenditure is in- 
cluded an allowance of debts to the pro- 
vinces of §30,743,000, a transference and 
not an inweaso of liability; upon tho 
Pacific railway §01,700,000 has been 
spent, upon the Intercolonial §32,040,000, 
and upon miscellaneous public works, 
euoh as tho canals, §37,243,000. These 
four items make up more than tlio whole 
increment of tho debt since Confed- 
eration, and out of surplus revenues 
the whole Northwest has been purchased, 
surveyed and organized. That is certain- 
ly not a bad showing. Tn tho twenty 
years sinco Oon federation the interest on 
tho debt has been reduced from 4.51 por 
cent to 3 18 per cent., a decrease which 
represents a saving of no less than $3,- 
642,500 annually on tho present dobt— 
that is to say it costs now that much loss 
to carry tho liability than it would have 
done had tho rato of interest paid at Con- 
federation continued. Tho period of 
large expenditures on capital account has 
now drawn to a close, and in tho future

ONTAKIO.

Tho writ for a new election in Russell 
county proclaims Wednesday, the -fcJnd 
iuat. , nomination day, and the 20th pol- 
ling day. 

Recently John Bomboyage, of Man 
ders, aged V 85, was married to Ellon 
Woods, "aged 16. Tho lirst Mrs. Bombey- 
ago died about three months ago. 

Hon. C. I'. Brown, ex-member of the 
late Ndrquay Governrooiit, had a long 
private interview with .Sir John. Ho says 
ho will give the new government an inde- 
pendent support. 

I . The dill'oront Liberal associations of 
Ottawa met for the purpose of asking the 
Ontario Government to dismiss Deputy- 
Sheriff Sherwood, of Carleton County, for 
unseemly partisanship. 

Israel Lucas, absconding treasurer of 
Anglaina county, Ohio, and wife, were 
brought before tho Toronto police mag- 
istrate, charged with bringing stolen 
money into Canada.

WASHINGTON'S CHAPERONS. 

flow Soino "Loaders" of Society In the 
Cupitul Replenish Their Finances. 

The wives and daughters of now con- 
gressmen and officers are frequently 
thrown into society without any previous 
preparation. From the quiet of a coun- 
try home there is d terrible tradition. 
There are ladies here in Washington 
whose husbands have been army or navy 
officers. They have spent years in so- 
ciety, and have lipid, and still hold, high 
rank. The mysteries of form and usage 
aro familiar to them, but the death or 
retirement of their husbands has re- 
duced their finances below the figures of 
their extravagant, tastes. These ladies 
now sustain their position in society by 
leading the uninitiated through the mys- 
terious mazes. They teach the wives of 
new senators and members from the 
back districts the polite forms, and pilot 
them safely through a winter in Wash- 
ington. 

Tho relation they hold to tho novice is 
that of a superior, who condescends to 
take the part of a friendly adviser or 
chaperon. They mo courted, followed— 
and paid! They aro women who have 
been belles in society in the past, and 
who dictate its forms now. They now 
make a business of pleasure. They ad- 
vise their patrons what to wear, how to 
furnish their houses, how to tall: and 
act, how to sot their tables, how So re- 
ceive caller.') and who to receive; when 
to call, how to call and who to call on. 
They tell them the difference between an 
ordinary tea and a high tea; between a 
dinner party mid a luncheon. They rub 
tho dust off their dialect and teach them 
polite forms of speech, and tell them 
what to. talk about. They lead them 
around (he circle and leach by example. 
These chaperons are not known as such 
except to those who employ them, and 
they are t ho most courted of all society. 
They aro experts in Washington life. 

In the morning, when they are not 
circling tho rounds of society, they act 
the part of private conversationalists. 
There arc always a number of wealthy 
ladies, who, on account of not yet know- 
ing the ways of society, or of ill health, 
or, perhaps, because they are in mourn- 
ing, aro not in the social swim. 

As conversationalists, these queens and 
factotums of society bring all the gossip 
and goings on in society in a morning 
call upon those wealthy victims of seclu- 
sion. They tell them who held recep- 
tions last night and who was there; what 
they wore, what they said, and what was 
said about them. They relate the latest 
private scandal; tell what different peo- 
ple think of each other, anil how each is 
measured up by the whole of society. 

'1 hoy report how lon^ Mr. talked 

with Miss Millions, and repeat what "so- 
ciety" thought of it. They discuss the 
engagements made, to be made, and 
broken off. All the little bits of gossip, 
small talk and scandal they carry with 
exact memory as to nil the interesting 
details, and keep their secluded patrons 
US well posted as if they were among the 
most gay. They lighten up a melan- 
choly morning. 

Some of tho most fashionable women 
who have long teen tho '•lenders'.' cf so- 
ciety earn in this way the means to keep 
up their establishments arid to maintain 
themselves in fashionable luxury. The 
wives and daughters Of S'lnv. famous 
men, now dead, are professional leaders 
of society, and live by their profession. — 
Philadelphia Telegraph.

The ladies of the family waited on them, 
as also on the women, and saw that none 
rose till they were fully satiated. A 
cricket match between two parishes was 
a gloat feature of the entertainment, the 
captain of one eleven being Lord William 
Cecil, son of the Marquis of Exeter, play- 
ing with gardeners, keepers and laborers 
n;:ainst a team in which social ranks were 
equally confounded. 

Hogsheads of )>eer, tons of beef, gallons 
of tea were consumed tit what must have 
been an enormous expense; and if the 
host allowed, in some tents set apart for 

• hat purpose, refreshments to be sold at a 
merely nointna! {!>•*' "> by previous arrange- 
ments mode with the caterer?; it was for 
a reason which probably would ii«\'? r 
have occurred to a stranger. By all 
established canons he was, as lord of the 
manor, perfectly justified in inviting and 
treating all his tenants and peoplo living 
on Ins land; as a member of parliament 
had bo treated and fed the outlying in- 
b. bitants he would have laid himself open 
to .ho imputation of bribery and corrup- 
tion, and of attempting to tamper with 
and win over tho votes of the freo born 
electors. 

On the day of the fete, for many miles 
around the country side presented a sing- 
ular aspect. It seemed as if a deep si- 
lence and lifelessness had suddenly fallen 
over tho land.

He reports, 
as the result of his experiment, that "tin 
is entirely devoid of danger when taken 
internally in any form that might arise 
from being In contact with fruits or 
vegetables." He believes that the cases 
of accidental poisoning attributed to tin 
were due to solder or other impurities — 
arsenic, copper or lead. Professor W. 
Mattieu Williams says that there need be 
no lead in the solder — that it is only put 
in for cheapness' sake, and that tin 
makes a superior solder to any alloy. 
Therefore all danger may bo obviated by 
prohibiting the use of any other solder 
than pure tin. —-Popular Science Monthly.

POTJLIO WORKS RETURNS, 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved, seconded 
by Grant, that an humble address be pre- 
sented to His Honor the Lieut. -Governor 
praying for a return of all orders in 
ccuncil, tenders, contracts, letters, docu- 
ments, and correspondence whatsoever, 
connected with, or relating to, tho traftic 
bridge to cross Eraser River at Lillooet; 
the bridge to cross the Thompson River at 
Kamloops; also the Court, House, Bastion 
Square, City of Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there would lie no 
opposition to this motion also, and tho un- 
opposed paasaije of six of the hon. gentle- 
man's motions showed there was no 
foundation for tho statement inaite that 
tho government supporters in caucus had 
determined to vote down all the motions 
brought forward by the hon. member for 
Comox. Such a determination it was 
needless to say, had never been made, 
and the hon. gentleman must have had 
in mind what he and his supporters used 
to do when ho was a member of a former 
government. Tho hon. gentleman had 
said tho returns wero wanted for the in- 
formation of the people who would speak 
some day their opinion on the govern- 
ment's conduct. The people|had already 
spoken at live elections since tho last ses- 
sion of the house (cheers), at four of which 
government candidates bad been returned 
and at the last of which tho city of Vie 
toria had elected tho gentleman running 
in the government interest by a larger 
majority than any candidate had ever 
boon returned by before (applause). Re- 
ferring to what the member for Comox 
termed "malversation" in office, and other 
points alluded to by him when speaking 
to a question of privilege, lie (Mr. Davio) 
would have something to say at some pre- 
vious session. 

Mr. Beavon— How can you mention 
tho matter at a "previous" session (laugh- 
ter) 1 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Subsequent, I should 
have said. 1 think the hon. gentleman is 
a little "too previous" (loud laughter). 

Mr. Allen said that when the papers 
wore presented it would bo found that it 
was a credit to the province. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said that he did not 
understand the hon. member for Comox 
to state that it was his information that 
every resolution ho brought forward 
would be voted down (oh, oh). With re- 
gard to the elections he thought it was an 
unhappy remark for the hon. gentleman 
to make. Why, the hon. the leader of the 
govemmeut had used every endeavor to 
unseat the hon. member recently elected 
for Cowichau. All that the opposition 
desired was an independent support for 
all good measures before them. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that in no way 
whatever hud he endeavored to unseat 
Mr. Fry. (Applause.) The statement 
was utterly untrue. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said that ho had 
it cm good authority that lie hail supplied 
the funds. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that not only 
did ho not supply a cent, but ho had ex- 
pressed a disapproval of entering such 
proceedings. (Applause. ) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys mado some per- 
sonal remarks to the attorney-general! 
addressing hi in without reference to Mr. 
Speaker. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, on a question of 
order, asked the honorable gentleman 
whom he was referring to, in addressing 
"you," "you." 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Why to your- 
self, of course. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Wa3 it not a rule of 
the house that all remarks should be 
addressed through the Speaker. 

Mr. Speaker said that all remarks 
must be addressed to the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that in say- 
ing "you" he had meant Mr. Speaker. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — "Oh, then you mean

Bark Alden Besse, Capt. O'Brien, 
sailed from Hongkong, January 31st for 
San Francisco. 

Tho disengaged tonnage at San Fran- 
cises amounts to 77,500 tons s against 
81,700 tons a year ago. 

Ship Ivanhoe, which arrived at Seattle 
from California, brought a cargo of mules 
for the Black Diamond mine. 

American revenue cutter Oliver Wol- 
cott was in the harbor Sunday, presum- 
ably looking after smugglers. 

The long overdue ship Herat, from 
Manilla, and tho bark Melusine, from 
Hongkong, havo arrived at San Francisco. 

Either Capt. Andorsou or Capt. Green 
will command tho stoamor Alaskan which 
is to run between this port and Tacoma 
with the Olympian. 

Allen A' Nelson, of Seattle, have sent 
to this city for a diver and will commence 
to recover submerged railroad iron at the 
Ocean dock. 

Eighteon sea-going vessels were in the 
port of Seattle on Friday, making the 
largest showing ever before made by any 
port on Puget Sound. 

Bark The Frederick, Capt. Clark, will 
go to sea this morning in tow of the Alex- 
ander. The tug will leavo the bark 
twenty or thirty miles south of Cape 
Flattery. 

The captains of three private sealers 
which have been sent north from San 
Francisco have instructions to follow the 
seals as far as Ounimack Pass, bat not to 
go into Beh ring's Sea. 

It is reported at San Francisco that the 
Marquis DelCampo's steamers Guatemala, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, have been 
chartered to go into the coal trade be- 
tween that port and British Columbia 
ports. 

The Chilean ship Lota, that put into 
San Francisco in distress two week's ago, 
while bound from the Sound to Mel- 
bourne, lumber laden, has discharged 
about 200,000 feet of her cargo at Union 
street slip, and her copper now shows 
above water. She will be rocaulked 
where necessary, reload her cargo and 
thou sail again for her destination. 

Steamer Newborn, Capt. Hall, 70 hours 
from San Francisco, arrived at the outer 
wharf yesterday at 1 o'clock p. ni. She 
brought 107 tons of freight for this port, 
which sho discharged and left for the 
Sound at (i o'clock. The trip up was a 
particularly rough one, bad weather hav- 
ing been encountered off Capo Blanco, 
which held all the way up. In conse- 
quence many of tho passengers felt rather 
shaky on leaving the steamer.
